Tiiey did not want to let even tha 
firemen in. The building was used for the 
oonstructiuii. uavigatiun, ordnance and 
equipment dejiartments. The otKeers of 
tluee deiwii'tments wei-e in the two lower 
stories, and alxive there is some storage
